If you examined — 
it, you learned that the Stato Chapter had unusvelly high ex- 


penditures during the fiscal yoer and therefore a very small cash 
balance., At an Executive Board meeting prfor to the convention, a 


report was given end certain reccommendations were voted upon. First 
the Board voted to. curtail expenditures by, refraining from sending 


© Masseur of the Year to the NationalConvention, and by reducing the 
size of the Wash. Massage News and the number of issues per year. 
Secondly, the Board voted to ask the National Convention to increase 


the dues to $18.00 per year,. These reccommendotions were presented 
3 ane? were adopted. thts. convention 
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An Executive Board meeting was then held in Kennewick at the close 
of the convention, at which the Budget committee was appointed and 

a tentative budget was agreed upon. This budget was later written 
out in detail, signed by the Budget Committees members and presented 
to the Sec'y-Treas who is keeping her expenditures in line with its 
provisions. That is the reason why the Message News has shrunk in 
size and is published only every second month. In anticipation of 
higher dues next year, the convention voted to eliminate the volun- 
tary payment of $7.50 per member to the Legislative fund for this 
year, at least. One or more members have paid it out of generosity. 


It was planned and expected that the Budget Committee would decide 
what percent of the $18.00 would be transferred to the Legislative 
fund and the other funds. Last year, twenty (20) members paid each 
$7.50 to the Legislative fund, plus their $12.00 dues or a total of 
$19.50 each. Under the new arrangement, each member would pay $18.00 
per year. This would apply to more than fifty (50) members. 


The National Convention rejected the Washington State resolution 
which specified $18.00, and adopted a resolution which fixed the dues 
at $24.00 per year. Apparently the delegates from the various States 
felt this amount to be neccessary. The Nov.-Dec. issue of Masseur 
magazine gives us a schedule of dues for both old and new members, 

to become effective as of August 1, 1958. I have no particular 
comment to make on this action, except that our State chapter wi ll 

be mora prosperous and can better serve its members. A legal aid 
fund will be created by each State chapter and by the National, which 
will give some legal protection to the members in case of emergency, 
or as determined by our next State convention. I can only speak 

for myself when I say that membership in A.A.M.M. will be worth the 
$2.00 per month, and I hope everyone feels likewise. Our State 
chapter continues to make steady progress, and progress is never free. 
- Many members who have held office, served on committees or as editors 
of our State paper have donated much more than two dollars per month 
in work and time, in addition to paying their dues and assessments, 
They will be the last to protest. 


When this article reaches you, the Spokane and Seattle chapters will 
have heard tape recordings of the National Convention. If possible, 
I will have them sent to Kennewick also. I also hope to have a 
State organizing committee appointed sand functioning. This is the 
year when everyone of us should do our best to sign up new members 
while they can still join at the old rates, If disaster ever over- 
takes our profession thra; our individual carelessness or selfish- 
ness, non-members will regret their failure to join our ranks, but 
we members will suffer the deepest regret for our own failures.

2. Fres. Belden took the floor anå made a direct inquirey of the 
Boord if said directive issued to all members was in effect. To 
which we were informed that it was recroactive to the tine the mess- 
age profession was taken over by the board. After much discussion 
both pro and con on both sides, wo thanked the meribers of the board 
for the time we took in presenting our case, and earnestly inforned 
them that we were by no means going to sit idaly by, but intend on 
making a change in the present massage law. It was noted by this 
writer that there was a mumnbleing of voices after your connittee 
left the room and we honestly feel we left them with plenty to 
think about, 


ó. However, upon gathering in the hall way, we meet our good friend 
Mr. Thomas F. Blair whe asked if he could have a few words with us 
in his office, to which we gladly acepted. 


4, It seems that the general consenus of opions were that even tho 
we made no headway with the Board of Health, we at least have made 
a friend in Mr. Blair, Apparently the Doctors don't like to have 
anything òp any persons usein the word "medical" (which our 
conterpories are useing) and the tern "treat", which they hold as 
being their private word, Hereafter don't leave patients with the 
. idea that you are roing to treat then (even tho that is the true 
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meaning of massage) or speak in the terns cof medical attributes. 


oe Mr. Blair informs us that any medality which we are now using 

is for our own use to do with as we please. He's interested in the 
sanitation of place of business, our moral turplidtude in the - 
comunity, and that we keep 'inside! the laws at all times. Hence, 
it can be honestly said if in doubt of anything contact Mr. Blair 
whose care I enclosed herewith. Don't adv. or say you cure enything, 
don't antagonize the local doctors in your inieciate comunity by 
word of mouth, work all the herder to give a petient or customer 
(which ever you feel he is) a good massage and if ever in doubt, 
JUST DON'T. Let the Doctors take anything which you might feel is 
outside the realm of Massage, cause that's his business to diaganose, 
also because he's getting paid more money for his services, so let 
hin take the responsibility and blane. 


6. It has been requested that a general cacus meeting of all 
massuer and massuss and therpist, have a general meeting sone time 
after the first of this coning year, 1958, at which tine cormittees 
can be appointed to go into the changes we want made in the Massage 
Laws., You will be notified as to when this meeting will be hela 
and where.

Information for all Chapter members as quoted from s letter 
received from Mr. Gannon, Chairman of the National Finance Corm., 


A motion to increase the dues from $12.00 to $24.00 a year was 
passed, but it cannot take effect until next year. Part of this 
fund is to be put into a Legislative fund to help my State that 
is trying for Legislation. 


As near ns I can recall the distribution of dues after August 1958 
will be as follows. 
12.00 to the national, four dollars set aside in the Leg. fund. 
12.00 retained by the chepters, $4.00 set aside in the Leg. fund. 
The initiation fee will remain the sane. 


Last. year with the most rigid economy the Association ran at a loss 
and the Buck a Month plan was invoked to help take care of that loss. 
It is purely voluntary. No one has to donate to it, but the money 
raised in this way will help carry on the great work our officers 

are doing. 


Our officers have donated their full $12.00. I8 it asking too much 
for the menbers to do the same? I know that almost all the members 
have raised their prices since our dues were established. I know 
thet any successful business has to have money. Your officers are 
honest sincere hard workers who spend more esch year out of their 
pockets than they should to help this grand profession of massage and 
its kindred treatments. 


It is hard to know what is going on unless at lesst one delegate is 
sent to the Convention. With this raise in dues you will have more 
money in your own treasury which will enable you to at lesst part 
your delegats expenses. (unquote)
